Heart disease and cancer have 
replaced contagious diseases as 
the greatest causes of death 
in 
the Chicago area, though tubercu­ 
losis still ranks inexcusably high, 
it was emphasized in at report on 
disease mortality 
rates released 
by the Advisory Committee of 
the Chicago-Cook County Health 
Survey. 
Deaths from the principal com­ 
municable 
diseases of the past 
have decreased so markedly 
in 
the past 60 years, as to “approach 
insignificance, rn most instances, 
the report said. 
The mortality 
rates were cited as part of the 
United States Public Health Ser­ 
vice audit of metropolitan health 
conditions, requested by the city 
and county governments. The re­ 
port said: 
“In Chicago during the period 
1940-44, heart disease killed 67, 
608 persons and cancer killed 27, 
047, while tuberculosis was re­ 
sponsible for 
8,505 
deaths. If 
known methods for the* control of 
tuberculosis were to be put into 
effect, a very substantial reduc­ 
tion could be accomplished dur­ 
ing the next five years over the 
8.505 tuberculosis deaths in the 
five years 1940-44.” 
Meanwhile, 
the 
report 
con­ 
tinued, great increases have also 
occurred in deaths due to heart 
disease, cancer, and nephritis (in­ 
carnation of the kidneys). 
T he sustained control of the 
communicable diseases has been 
responsible to 
some extent for 
the rise in the number of deaths 
in those other catagories,” the 
report asserted, “since 
persons 
who in former times would have 


died at an early age from acute 
contagious 
diseases are being 
saved from 
these hazards and 
permitted 
to 
reach 
the ages 
where Hie so-called degenerative 
diseases take a heavy toll.

The Illinois Veterans Commis­ 
sion offers its services to the 
next of kin of deceased service­ 
men of World War II in arrang­ 
ing for return of the deceased s 
body from overseas for reburial 
at home. 
The Commission pointed 
out 
that the federal government will 
pay the cost of returning a de­ 
ceased veteran's body from ov­ 
erseas for reinterment at 
the 
place designated by the 
legal 
next of kin. The government al­ 
so will pay up to $50 of the local 
private burial expense. 
A flag is provided for all mil­ 
itary personnel who died in ser­ 
vice. 
It is used to drape the 
casket during military- 
funeral 
and then is given to next of kin. 
Headstones also will be furnish­ 
ed if desired, the expense of 
setting being borne by the State. 
Burial may be made in the na­ 
tional cemeteries, where perpet­ 
ual care is assured. 
If arrange­ 
ments are made at the time of 
the burial of the serviceman, the 
wife may be interred in 
the 
same grave upon her death.

get available nitrogen and do not 
rob the soil. Such oats have the 
same effect as the plowing down 
of a crop of clover or alfalfa. 
“In other words, an application 
of nitrate salts to a growing crop 
of oats will produce a heavy veg­ 
etative crop for the truck gar­ 
dener and* has the qualities a i a 
crop of clover or sweet clover 
plowed down. Therefore, we are 
recti mn lending 
for 
vegetable 
farm ers in 1947 who are going to 
sow oats that an application of 
IOO to 200 pounds of ammon­ 
ium nitrate, if passible, be ap­ 
plied to the ground before oats 
are seeded. 
Gives reasons 
“The reason why we are rec­ 
ommending 
ammonium 
nitrate 
over nitrate of soda, cyamimide 
or amm onium 
sulphate is that j 
ammonium nitrate 
is a double 
nitrogen salt, the nitrate is im­ 
m ediately available to the oats, J 
Ute ammonium radical is not im­ 
mediately available and becomes 
slowly available during the grow­ 
ing season. When w inter comes 
along the ammonium radical will I 
lay dorm ant and 
again become 
available 
when 
the 
weather} 
warms up. If ammonium sulphate 
is used we have a rather slowly I 
available ammonium radical only. | 
When nitrate of soda is used we 
have a readily 
available form 
only. Cy anam ite gives us a slow­ 
ly available nitrate. 
‘T h e L ike-Cook Farm Supply ’ 
Company has recently been able , 
to secure a car of am m onium iii- j 
trate and we suggest to vegetable ’ 
growers that they get a supply 
of this nitrate fertilizer for thisj 
purpose. 
* 
“We wouLT suggest on ground 
that has been farmed rather heav­ 
ily and not fertilized too well 
with nitrate fertilizer, that 200 < 
pounds application be made. On j 
soils that aro in very good shape 
so far as nitrogen is concerned 
less than 200 
pounds may be 
used. 
Some difficulties 
“One or 2 difficulties with am-1 
mor.ium nitrate 
are that it is! 
rather difficult to apply one or* 
two hundred pounds to the acre. ! 
Some 
farm ers 
have 
fertilizer 
drills that will take care of th is ., 
A nother difficulty is that am m on­ 
ium nitrate has a tendency to 
cake. It should never be laid on ’ 
concrete or ground floor and a1-! 
ways should be kept in a rather 
dry place. The heavy sacks will 
draw m oisture on the outside and 
sometimes moisture 
will drip 
down. Therefore, the sacks should 
never bi* broken until the farm er 
is ready to m ake use of it. 
“On a great m any of our veg­ 
etable soils we find that growers 
are depending more and more up­ 
on* commercial fertilizers and n o t: 
enough upon the use of organic I 
m atter. A great m any of our ni- f 
trate fertilizers do not carry en-; 
ough nitrogen and possibly this 
is one of the limiting elem ents 
in vegetable soils. We are, there­ 
fore. 
suggesting 
that

make use of ammonium nitrate in 
the m anner in which we have

suggested in order to get a heavy 
vegetative crop of vegetables. Af­ 
ter all, vegetable crops are large­ 
ly vegetative in grow th and ni­ 
trate, particularly, is a fertilizer 
that* supplies the vegetative part 
of the plant and it should be 
used in more abundance and not 
quite so much depencrscy placed 
upon phospatc and potash. 
“On the regular vegetable farm 
that has had a heavy fertilizer 
program, it is necessary to have 
soil tests ta determ ine w hether 
enough phosphate 
and 
potash 
has been applied. 
You cannot 
test for nitrogen in the soil, there­ 
fore, a consistent program of add­ 
ing IOO to 200 pounds of am ­ 
monium nitrate to the soil an­ 
nually will go a long way to­ 
wards 
building 
up 
vegetable 
soils. 
“A good many soybeans will 
be planted on vegetable farms 
this year. The question has fre­ 
quently bf*en asked if soybeans 
are not a soil building crop, lf 
the soybean hay is cut off there 
will be a decrease in the fertil­ 
ity. Soybeans that are combined 
and the straw left on the ground 
w ith an application of ammonium 
nitrate to be plowed down with 
the straw* seems to bt' th e logi­ 
cal procedure. 
“In no case should ammonium 
nitrate be 
added to soybeans; 
rather, soybeans should be inoc­ 
ulated because innocluntion will 
enable the beans to gather nitro­ 
gen from the air and an applica­ 
tion of nitrate to growing soy­ 
beans retard* the grow th of no­ 
dules on the roots. 
N itrate is not particularly com­ 
patible with the best growth of 
a legume crop. This also goes for 
outs seeded in the spring to be 
harvested for 
grain in which 
clover is to be seeded. Do not 
apply amm onium 
nitrate under 
such conditions because it will 
retard the grow th of the legume. 
“Ammonium 
nitrate 
can 
be 
used to apply to a pasture and 
increase the grow th of grass. We 
w'ould suggest about IOO to 200 
pounds per acre applied possibly 
in the spring, or better yet, a 
little bit later about the tim e that 
he pasure is 
beginning o show* 
he effects of grazing. If m anure 
is used on the pasture and lime­ 
stone* and 
phosphate has been 
applied and W hite Dutch Clover 
is growing in the pasture, we 
would be careful about applying 
am monium Titrate because it will 
have a tendency to drive out the 
clovers but if the pasture has 
very little clover in it and is 
in a failing condition ammonium 
nitrate w ill be very beneticial. 
. “Use about IOO to 200 pounds 
nitrate on second crop corn at the 
first cultivator*. Do not use aft­ 
er m anure or a clover or alfalfa 
crop.”

Humus — soil 
conditioner 


Docs your soil seem to be 
harder to work than it used to 
be? 
F. H. Crane, associate pro­ 
fessor of soil fertility in the 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture, 
says 
if 
it 
does, 
you’re not just imagining things. 
. He says on most farms the 
supply of humus has 
been 
whittled down until it doesn’t 
have 
the 
protective 
action 
against clay that it once had. He 
explains that when the clay par­ 
ticles in a soil are coated with 
a good, thick film of humus, the 
clay and larger 
soil 
particles 
don’t slip over each other as 
easily, nor stick together tightly. 
The shrinkage and swelling of 
the humus by wetting and dry­ 
ing elbows the clay 
particles 
apart and helps to make a good 
granular 
structure. 
Freezing 
and thawing are more effective 
in loosening the soil if it con­ 
tains plenty of humus. 
A good supply of humus in­ 
creases water-holding capacity, 
but 
lets 
excess 
water 
drain 
away freely. 
Rain—and roots— 
penetrate better, and the aera­ 
tion in a loose soil promotes de­ 
sirable chemical changes and the 
activity of nitrogen-fixing bac­ 
teria. And the humus holds the 
nitrogen after ifs fixed. 
Besides the nitrogen, humus 
holds one-fourth to 
two-thirds 
of the phosphorus in a soil and 
smaller but readily usable por­ 
tions of potassium and 
other 
plant food elements. 
Crane reports that humus is 
destroyed by too frequent plow­ 
ing, too many row crops, too 
few sod-forming legumes and 
grasses and other poor manage-

March I (1946)—‘‘Spring again! 
Heard 
Sunshine 
and

mourning dove early A. M.” So 
reads our journal entry on this 
day.

Toward evening
